Political Races Head For Tuesday Showdown

After weeks and months of wrangling in the political arena, the 
1980 campaign heads for the homestretch as voters prepare to cast 
their ballots November 4th to decide the fate of this year’s political 
aspirants, 

Doors on Tuesday will open at 7:00 a.m. and close at 8:00 p.m. 
at the various polling places in Crawford County described later in 
this article. 

A host of crucial issues will be decided on the national, state 
and local scenes, including three tax shift proposals which have 
drawn the attention of Michigan voters. 

Crawford County voters will cast their ballots on two local 
millage questions, one (Proposition One) calling for a county in- 
crease to support senior citizen pregrams. The second (Proposition 
Two) involves a four-year hike in millage for Frederic residents in 
support of the township’s fire protection program. 

Following is a breakdown of the races in the county and town- 
ships, along with local propositions and tax proposal matters facing 
voters on Tuesday. 

In the county, Prosecutor Alton T. Davis (D), with be opposed 
by John B. Huss (R), former office-holder, for the county’s top law 
enforcement post. Sheriff Joesph P. White (D) is being challenged 
by Harold Hatfield (R), and Arthur F. Clough, a sticker/write-in 
candidate. 


Deeds post while Republic Joseph V. Wakeley is unopposed for the 
County Treasurer’s job. 

Norman F’, Parker (R) and Bernard Maurer (D) are vying for 
an opening on the County Road Commission Board. All of the above 
are for four-year terms. 

‘The following state and national offices will be decided on Tues- 
day: Incumbent Republican Robert Davis faces the challenge of 
Democrat Daniel Dorrity in the contest for U.S. Congressman in 
the iith Congressional District while voters in Beaver Creek Town- 
ship will decide between incumbent Donald Albosta (D) and his 
challenger, Richard J. Allen (R) for the congressional seat in the 
10th District. 

103rd District State Representative Ralph Ostling (R) is op- 
posed this year by Democratic challenger, William Brauker. 

Also appearing on the Tuesday ballot will be candidates for the 
Michigan State University Board of Trustees, Board of Governors 
for Wayne State University, University of Michigan Board of 
Regents, members of the State Board of Education, State Supreme 
Court Justices and Judges of the Court of Appeals for the 3rd Dis- 
trict. 

The following proposals will also face Michigan voters on Tues- 
day, shown here in alphabetical order:

Benefits From Tisch 
Amendment To Be 
Lost To Income Taxes 


Up to 50 percent of the proper- 
ty tax cut benefits to individuals 
aad up to 46 percent of benefits 
to businesses that would be pro- 
vided under the Tisch tax cut 
amendment (Proposal D) 
would be lost to U.S. income 
taxes, according to a report by 
the Senate Fiscal Agency. 

Further the report said ex- 
pectations will fall short that 
there will be a boost in 
economic activity due to the 
shift of $2.4 billion from state 
and local government revenue 
to the private sector. 

The report noted the Tisch 
amendment would provide im- 
pressive, direct reductions in 
property taxes, but said the true 
savings must be calculated af- 
ter removing benefits under the 
current state circuit breaker 
program and adding U.S. in- 
come taxes for those losing cre- 
dits under itemization. 

The state circuit breaker con- 
cept provides credits against 
state income tax liability when 
property taxes reach a certain 
percentage of income. 

The report said the most sig- 
nificant tax savings would be 
realized by taxpayers who do 
not itemize their deductions on 
their federal tax return, but in- 
stead take the standard deduc- 
tion and those who do not 
currently qualify for the circuit 
breaker property tax credit. 

The typical initial savings 
would range from 45-62 percent 
for general taxpayers, the 
report noted, while senior 
citizens with income of at least 
$5,000 would save up to 91 per- 
cent. 

But after deducting circuit 
breaker benefits and adding 
federal income taxes, the net 
benfit ranges from 3.8 percent 
to 38.6 percent, the report said. 

The report indicates home- 
owners would benefit under 
Tisch in the future due to the 2 
percent limit on annual assess- 
ment increases. 

But it also declared that cir- 
cuit breaker benefits are expec- 
ted to grow rapidly in the 1980’s 
and those benefits would be lost. 

For businesses, the report 
says all middle-to-large corpor- 
ations showing a profit will lose 
46 percent of the property tax 
savings to U.S. income taxes.

However, unincorporated 
businesses not paying corporate 
income taxes will realize the 
most significant net savings. 

In cautioning against an up- 
swing in tne state’s economy, 
the report said individuals will 
probably use most of their 
retained income in consumpiion 
of durable goods, many of those 
made outside the state, and in- 
vest the rest, while businesses 
would lower prices, expand or 
pay dividends to shareholders. 

Therefore, much of the 
savings would be exported from 
the state, the report said. 


Lotiery Sales

According to preliminary, 
unaudited figures, the Bureau 
of State Lottery had more than 
$483 million in sales while 
paying out $238 million in prizes 
and contributed more than $215 


_ Million to the state’s general 


fund. 

The figures represent a 17.7 
percent increase in sales, an 
18.9 percent growth in prizes 
awarded and a 21.3 percent in- 
crease in the contribution to the 
general fund compared to the 
previous fiscal year. 

Since the lottery’s beginning 
in 1972, accumulated lottery 
sales totals over $2 billion, 
prizes are over $1 billion and the 
general fund has benefited by 
$940 million in additional 
revenues.

the hearing year. The 1980 hearing will determine 

the percent change in the CPI between August, 1979 

and August, 1980, 

(2) Calculate the allowable change in “other O&M” 
expense by multiplying the base amount by the 
percentage change in the All Items National CPL as 
determined in Step (1). Phe base amount plus the 
allowable change will be the new base amount for 
the next hearing, not the actual other O& M expense 
which Applicant may have. For the purpose of major 
rate cases, the base amount plus the total allowable 
changes will become a new base amount and be 
included as Such in the rates. 

(3) Calculate the allowable change per Mcf by dividing 
the allowable change determined in Step (2) by the 
12-months’ total jurisdictional gas sales of 441,444,495 
Mef as determined in Case No. U-5955. The total 
jurisdictional gas sales as determined in the latest 
rate case should be used in subsequent indexing 
heatings until a new figure is set in a new major 
rate case.

Dear Whitey: 

For many years it has been 
my distinct pleasure to lose 
myself for a few minutes each 
week by getting comfortable 
and enjoying your literary ef- 
forts in “From Our Corner”.

TO KEEP UP with what’s going on in 
your friendly state and local government 
in Michigan these days, you almost have 
to read The Wall Street Journal...or at 
least turn to the financial pages of your 
favorite hometown ne wspaper. 

One recent news story is headlined: 
‘Michigan to borrow $100 million.” On 
the next page is another news story 
telling how Wayne County is borrowing 
$20 million to stave off another payless 
payday. 

In both cases, a group of Michigan 
banks has come to the rescue of empty- 
pocketed governments. And who said 
bankers were hard-hearted? 

The state borrowing was only for a few 
days, with $100 million needed right now 
to pass out to local school districts; so the 
state found 10 friendly bankers to loan 
$100 million at 9 percent interest for 13 
days. The school districts received their 
October state aid payment on time, and 
everybody was happy. 

Funds to repay the $100 million could 
be accumulated from normal tax sources 
by the notes’ due date, state officials 
figured; it’s just that the schools’ 
payments are due right away, and the 
state didn’t have the cash on hand at the 
moment. 

IN WAYNE COUNTY, two Detroit 
banks came to the rescue with $20 million 
in loans, or, more precisely, ‘‘tax anticipa- 
tion notes."’ The Wayne borrowing will be 
repaid by Jan. 31, 198i, from property 
tax collections due by then. 

An official of one of the banks com- 
mented that his bank made the loan ‘‘as a 
civic gesture,” but also considered the 
loan a sound investment at its 9 percent 
interest rate. 

Wayne needed the money to meet its 
payroll on time. Before the borrowing, 
Wayne County had failed to meet its pay- 
roll on time for four weeks in a row, for- 
cing employees to wait for their 
paychecks. 

The new $20 million infusion of cash, 
said Richard Kelley, chief county auditor, 
“is a definite load off our mind.”’ 1 would 
think so. 

RUNNING TO the bank to borrow

funds on a short-term basis to solve an 
immediate crisis is nothing new, either in 
private business or in government. Most 
small businesses (including those 
operated from time to time by the author 
of this essay) have resorted to the friendly 
banker on the corner for ready cash 
necessary for a quick financial fix. 

School districts in Michigan peddle 
tax anticipation notes all the time, largely 
due to the vagaries of the budget year 
schedule; schools need money every mon- 
th to stay in business, while their proper- 
ty tax collections generally come once 
each year, So borrowing is the answer. 

Borrowing also can be a trap...again, 
as almost any small business which has 
used it to help out can testify. Borrowing 
can be a narcotic, and unless steps are 
taken to correct the situation which 
caused the borrowing in the first: place, 
the borrower can become addicted and 
face total collapse when the loan-crutch is 
yanked out of place, as it inevitably must 
be, sooner or later. 

IN WAYNE COUNTY, it appears to 
me the $20 million payroll-meeting loan is 
dangerous for the county, no matter how 
necessary it is right at the moment. As | 
understand the situation from press 
reports, Wayne is borrowing from next 
year’s revenue to meet this year’s crisis. 
What happens next year? 

In the state’s case, the borrowing is 
less dangerous. After all, the loan is only 
for 18 days—and it’s probably better to 
pay 9 percent interest for 13 days than 
throw all the state’s school districts into 
a financial spin by withholding state aid 
payments for those 13 days. 

But borrowing to pay any govern- 
mental obligation, even for less than two 
weeks, should be viewed as an early-warn- 
ing signal. Something is wrong some- 
where else in the total structure. 

In the state’s case, maybe the problem 
is simply the recession, and it’s effects on 
the state’s expected revenue collection; or 
maybe it’s continual over- spending. 

But something, somewhere, is out of 
kilter when the. state must get together 
10 banks to form a $100 million pot to 
pay a series of obligations that are 


known, usual, scheduled and routine.

Boaching is a Crime 
Against All of Us 


Lansing—-According to the 
dictionary, a poacher is a per- 
son who takes fish or game 
illegally. 

But that doesn’t tell the whole 
story. The poacher is a thief and 
always has been. He steals by 
taking game out of season, or 
over the limit, or by using 
illegal methods. He steals from 
everyone who has an interest in 
our natural heritage. 

Still, there was a time, not so 
long ago, when the local 
poacher was something of a folk 
hero in many rural parts of the 
country. Most likely, this ad- 
miration was left over from the 
pioneer belief in self-reliance 
and independence. 

Whatever the reason, the 
poacher was often viewed as a 
character whose steely nerve 
and woodcraft kept him always 
just beyond the reach of the 
wily warden. More conven- 
tional souls frequently treated 
the poacher with a mixture of 
respect and humor. 

Fortunately, times are 
changing rapidly. Sportsmen 
are no longer very tolerant of 
the guy who hunts out of season, 
hogs game or violates hunting 
laws, Most hunters are aware of 
their role in conservation and 
scientific wildlife management. 

We know that the poacher 
cares nothing for the future of 
the sport or the resource. And 
we know that the poacher acts 
as bad-will ambassador for 
hunting in general—he gives the 


non-hunting public a 
thoroughtly nasty impression of 
what hunting is about. 


We have-also come to under- 
stand that the game war- 
den—not the poacher—is the 
good guy. In fact, the warden is 
now often called what he really 
is—a conservation officer. He is 
the one who spends his life pro- 
tecting wildlife, educating

people to the needs of conser- 
vation and restoring wildlife 
populations. 

In short, we have recognized 
that we need the conservation 
officer, and he needs our help. 

Judges who hear cases in- 
volving poachers are becoming 
increasingly stern. The slap on 
the wrist that used to be typical 
punishment for poaching is now 
Ikely to be something much 
more appropriate—-like loss of 
gun, loss of car, a stiff fine, and 
maybe a jail sentence for good 
measure. 

The situation has improved. 
But it can improve even more. 
The responsible hunter, like any 
other good citizen, has an obli- 
gation to report poaching, like 
any other crime. We really 
don’t have any choice. 

The poacher belongs to the 
past. The sport of hunting can’t 
afford his kind in the present. 
He's no hero—just another kind 
of crook. Treat him according- 
ly.

Because the U.S. Postal Ser- 
vice touches all of our daily 
lives, you might think people 
would realize that swindlers use 
the mails to part us from our 
hard-earned dollars. Unfor- 
tunately, nothing could be more 
falsely assumed. 

Con inien have been using the 
mails for years to rip off 
raillions of consumers. The 


_ Postal Inspection Service calls 


it mail fraud. This happens 
when someone sets up a scheme 
to defraud by misrepresenting 
the true facts and uses the 
mails to promote the scheme. 
According to Stephen  D. 
Lokken, a Postal Inspector in 
Detroit, Michigan, the 
American consumer was 
cheated out of 489 million 
dollars last year through dif- 


| ferent mail fraud scheme which 


range from fraudulent land 
sales to charity racket and 
especially now, energy related 
fraud and home improvement 
swindies. It would be hard to 
tell how many people have pur- 


| chased land in Arizona, donated

If you believe you have been 
victimized by a mail fraud 
scheme, contact your local 
postmaster who will forward 
the information to the Postal 
Inspection Service. Whether it’s 
chain letters, work at home 
schemes, or someone trying to 
sell you the Brooklyn Bridge 
through the mail, Postal In- 
spectors are hard at work in- 
vestigating fraud.

“Birthday” Licensing 
Starts November 1st 


Michigan’s year-round “bir- 
thday’” vehicle licensing 
program doesn’t start officially 
until November 1, but applica- 
tions are already being 
received and tabs sold to the 
first of some 7-million vehicle 
owners, 

Motorist wha own personal 
vehicles and whose birthdays 
fall in November have been get- 
ting prepared license plate ap- 
plications. And according to 
Secretary of State Richard H. 
Austin, some “enthusiastic per- 
son have already ordered or ob- 
tained their new tabs,” 

Mailings will continue 
throughout the year...an 
average of nearly 600,000 a 
month, 

Owners whose vehicles come 
under the staggered 
system...about 95 percent of the 
owners — of vehicles in 
Michigan...are mailed applica- 
tions 45 days prior to their bir- 
thdays to give them ample time 
to either order by mail or get to 
a Secretary of State branch of- 
fice to obtain their new year tab 
for the current registration, 
Austin said. 

Persons ordering by mail 
should retura their applications 
at least 14 days before their bir- 
thdays, Austin reminded. All 
new tabs...year tabs since the 
monthly tabs remain the 
same...must be displayed on or 


before the date of the owner’s 


birthday. 

After the phase-in period last 
year when persons renewed for 
varying lengths of time, the 
current registration is for the 
customary 12 months. 

All individually owned 
passenger vehicles, pickup 
trucks and vans are on the new 
year-round birthday schedule. 

Some vehicles will not be af- 
fected by the new program, 
Austin said. These are commer- 
cially-owned vehicles, motor- 
cycles, and vehicles with 
dealer, ham operator and per- 
sonalized license plates. Com- 
mercial and  commercially- 
owned trailers come due on the 
regular deadline of the end of 
February, while the others will 
expire March 31. 

All vehicle owners are urged 
to read and follow the instruc- 
tions on the prepared license 
application envelopes. Fees are 
listed on the applications. 

Motorists with any questions 
should contact a Secretary of 
State branch office, Austin 
noted. Prepared applications 
have a return address envelope 
for the convenience of persons 
who wish to use the mail for 
renewing their registrations. 

“Renewing by mail is still the 
easiest method,”’ Austin asser- 
ted. ‘All the vehicle owner has 
to do is to sign the back of the 
prepared application, put in a 
check or money order for the 
proper amount, and use the 
handy return envelope.” 

While citing the convenience 
of the mail program, Austin 
said that obtaining tabs at 
secretary of State branch of- 
fices had advantages also.

The current registration will 
consist of one sticker tab good 
for 12 months from the person’s 
birthday deadline. This tab 
should be placed right over the 
present year tab on the lower 
right section of the rear license 
plate. 

‘The new system will spread 
registrations through the entire 
year, avoid the inconvenience 
of the past when last-minute 
rush periods caused long, frus- 
trating lines and — other 
problems, and reduce the cost 
of staffing personnel for rush 
periods, 

“Ty will help improve service 
and accuracy while reducing 
cost because the inflow of regis- 
trations will not hit all at once,” 
Austin said. 

Another advantage is that in 
the years when an owner’s 
driver license also expires, the 


motorist can now conveniently ] 


renew both his driver license 
and obtain his plate registration 
at the same time at any branch 
office of the Secretary of State. 
Austin encouraged the use of 
the prepared application forms 
whether renewal is at a branch 
office or obtained by mail. 
‘They are easier for owners 
who merely check the informa- 
tion and sign the reverse side.

{ have been asked why I think that (im @ good ad- 
ministrator. Well for one thing when I was Sheriff J had no 
undersheriff. The money that would have paid for an un- 
dersheriff put a Deputy on the road. I was told, that by law 
i had to have an undersheriff and I appointed one in name 
only. That seemed to take care of the law and with no ex- 
tra cost to the County. 

Of the last 4 sheriffs (elected or appointed) I have 
been the only one who did not have a paid, full time under- 
sheriff. My intentions at this time are to have an under- 
sheriff in name only. The $16,694.00 that is paid to the un- 
dersheriff would pay the wages of an investigator, which 
this County is in need of, then maybe we could cut down on 
some of the breaking and enter ings and other crimes. 


There are several officers in the Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Dept. that are qualified for such 3 position. One 
of the officers, a while back had worked in this position for 
about a year and did an excellent job. In that year he in- 
vestigated 115 felony complaints, resulting in 78 felony 
arrests (warrants) and recovered about $82,000.00 in 
stolen property. 

I feel that if the sheriff is doing his job of running the 
department there is no need for an undersheriff or vice- 
versa. This is not to say that we have not had some fine 
wadersheriffs but is there a need for both in this County? 

Perhaps some law has been passed im the last 34 
years that calls for a full time certified undersheriff but I 
doubt it. in any case, should I have to have a working un- 
dersheriff I would try to work out a plan with the union to 
use him as a Command Road Deputy and let him join the 
union. No extra cost for an undersheriff. Toco often there is 
too much office brass.

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My intention is to re-vamp the marine patrol, to try 
and meet the needs of the lake and river residents. While 
the marines are basically Water Safety Officers, they can 
be transfered to the regular fund to vestigate complain- 
ts or if certified, to make an arrest.

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I would like to revive two programs I had when I was 
Sheriff, 

(1) I started the program where the trusty (inmate) 
does volunteer work in the community. Such as painting 
and cleaning in the City Park. Picking up trash, cans and 
bottles in the alleys, some of the streets and along the 
railroad tracks, also helping the janitors at the Court 
House. tn this way, they earn extra good time from their 
sentence. (Aud the taxpayer receives a littl something 
back for some of his tax dollars.) 

These are jobs which there is no money for or no one 
to do it. This program was tailored for the City of Grayling 
only because there was no transportation involved. 

(2) Inmate Work Pass Program. While this program 
was in operation when I took office, { expanded it. In the 
iast couple of years there has been very few if any inmates 
out on work pass. Normally this is a program for inmates 
serving 3 to 12 months in the County Jail. After an inmate 
has served a reasonable amount of time and his behavior 
is good, he is made a trusty. The last ‘4 to ‘2 of his senten- 
ce ne is allowed to have a work pass. 

in this way he can earn money for his personal needs 
and pay his court cost and fine. He must reimburse the 
County the cost of his board, for every day he works. Both 
programs are voluntary on the inmates part and must be 
eared by geod conduct while in jail. It is one way that the 
taxpayer gets a little break on jail expense. 

You waust realize these programs are mot for every 
tomate. 

Both the District and Circuit Court Judges approved 
of the programs in the past.
